The statement was introduced in- 
to the board by Secretary Treas- 
urer George Addes and Vice Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas and Richard 
Leonard. 

Covered in the statement are the 
questions of wage and contract po- 
licy, prices, political action, organ- 
izing the unorganized, internal de- 
mocracy and unity in the union, 
foreign policy and sections dealing 
with veterans, women and unem- 
ployed. 

“We believe it is necessary to 
adept such a statement of policy,” 
Addes declared, “te make it clear as 
to what the executive board stands 
for.” 

The statement Was seen as a 
forthright attempt to end factional- 
ism in the UAW and to unite the 
entire international union around a 
progressive program. Significant 
was the statement on internal de- 
mocracy which re-affirmed “the 
constitutional rights of our mem- 
bership te belong to our union re- 
gardiess of religion, race, creed, 
color, political affiliation or nation- 
ality, and shall be protected from 
all forms of Catholic-baiting, Pro- 
testant-baiting, Jew-baiting, Negro- 
baiting and red-baiting.” 

The three UAW leaders planned 
to bring the statement into the 
board for adoption today in the 
third day of the session taking 
place here at the Maryland hotel. 
The foreign policy section of the 
document lashed the Churchills and 
Hearsts, “who ave trying to divide 
the United Nations and striving tc 
lead our country to disaster.” 

“We favor independence for all 
colonies, the outlawing of peace 
time military conscription and sup- 
port worldwide economic coopera-. 
tion,” the statement asserted. 

“We urge the Big Three—Britain, 
Soviet Russia and the U. S. to iron 
out their differences and work 
unitedly inside the United States 
just as they successfully fought 
unitedly to defeat fascism during 
the war. On this issue we stand on 
common grounds with international 
labor organized in the World Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions.”

Addes declared that he could 
foresee no barrier to a unanimous 
adoption of the statement by the 
board.
